The infuriated 
crowd at the door continued the fire and 
Stevens, seeing that death was inevita­ 
ble if he rem ained behind the counter, 
made a desperate dash from his cover to 
a stairway in the rear of the store. 
He fell, pierced by six bullets, before 
he had gone ten feet. 
One of the bul­ 
lets had gone through his neck, another 
through ins back and tho other wounds 
were of a m inor nature. 
The firing 
stopped instantly, and Sheriff Downey 
ran to the side of the wounded negro 
and placed him under arrest. 
Stevens 
was a negro of robust constitution, big 
and brawny.

farther side of the house from the door.

rence. and advises that larg.^ barracks 
be erected for the accommodation of 
one squadron of Roy al Cana« lian dra 
goons, one company of the Roy al Cana­ 
dian artillery and one company of the 
Roy al Canadian infantry regiment. * 
The general has a poor opinion of the 
present condition of the Canadian mi­ 
litia. regarded as a fighting force.

his place, and recommends to the Do­ 
minion government to secure an im­ 
perial offlcer for a term of three y ears 
in order to give proper artillery instruc­ 
tion.

his place, and recommends to the Do­ 
minion government to secure an im ­ 
perial officer for a term of three years 
in order to give proper artillery instruc­ 
tion. 
The general also recommends an in ­ 
crease in the strength of the permanent 
forces which are to be employed in gar­ 
risoning certain predetermined 
stra 
tegical centers and more assiduity in 
drilling the m ilitia. 
He also strongly 
urges the establishm ent on the inland 
lakes of a naval m ilitia brigade with 
training ships and instructional starts 
from the British navy. 
These improvements, if carried out. 
“ will, ” he says, “ transform the exist­ 
ing m ilitia units into a m ilitary force 
which shall, in some degree at least, be 
condition of affairs 
worthy of the Canadian nation, and 
be equal to m aintaining the rights and 
liberties of the Canadian people.

will be, iii its true sense, a national 
army, and will, as such, be able not 
only to defend the integrity of Cana­ 
dian soil, hut it xviii be capable of con­

“ The clumsy mo de o f utilizing it 
w’as so o n changed, but when and why 
the name thimble was giv en the article 
do no t appear. 
“ L o fting’s thimbles, and. in fact, all 
thimbles, were made o f either iro n o r 
brass, and speeimeiis o f them extant, 
many o f which are preserv ed as heir­ 
lo o ms. are crude and clumsy lo o king 
things co mpan-d with the ctunmo nest 
thimbles o f to day, altho ugh their co st 
was many times as much.

“ There is a rich family named Loft­ 
ing in England, ” said a dealer in fancy 
articles, “ the fortune of whose house 
was founded by so apparently insignifi­ 
cant a little thing as the thimble. 
“ The hist thimbles seen in England 
were made in London less than 200 
years ago by a metal worker named 
John Lofting. 
“ The nsefnln»*ss of the article recom­ 
mended it at once to all who used the 
needle, and Lofting acquired a large 
fortune and great fame in the manufac 
tnre of the new accessory to the needle­ 
w orker^ art. 
“ The implement was then called the 
thum b bell and was worn on the thumb. 
“ The clumsy mode of utilizing it 
was soon changed, but when and why 
the name thimble was given the article 
do not appear. 
“ Lofting’s thimbles, and. in fact, a1 
thimbles, were made of either iron or 
brass, and specimens of them extant 
many of which are preserved as heir 
looms, are crude and clumsy looking 
tilings compared witli the commonest 
thimbles of today, although their cost 
was many times as much. 
“ Today gold, 
silver, 
iron, 
ivory. 
steel, sometimes glass and even pearl 
and celluloid are utilized in making 
thimbles. Since art needlework became 
fashionable thimbles of elaborate work­ 
manship aud great value, to accompany 
the rich and costly implements aud m a­ 
terials wealthy needleworkers affect.

“ Solid gold thimbles, carved and fre­ 
quently set with diamonds, have been 
found none too good for some people

He recommended Funston. “ There 
ar* a whule lot of people in the United 
States. ” he said, “ who know more 
about botany than Funston does, but 
bitte ie nobody who will come more 
nearly going where he is sent and get 
ting uhat he goes after. ” 
This was the longest and most peril­ 
ous trip the young man bad been asked 
to take. He could have had company if 
to had wanted it, but he preferred to 
go alone. He did not need anybody to 
toke care of him, and he did not want 
to take care of anybody. He was to be 
gone 18 months, was to traverse several 
thousand miles of unexplored country 
and was to winter on the other side of 
the arctic circle. 
The country has heard a good deal 
these past few months about the horrors 
of Chilkoot pass and the terrors of the 
trip over the frozen lakes and through 
the White Horse rapids. Funston took 
that trip five years ago—climbed the 
Pasi* in the teeth of a blizzard, sailed 
and pulled his boat across the frozen 
kikes, “ whipsawed” the planks and 
built a boat which he guided safely 
through tim dreaded rapids and after 
ward dragged fur days through miles of 
floating ice and joked about it in the 
kttprs he wrote home. 
Leaving the beaten tracks to the 
goldfield* lie spent th * long winter far 
'n the interior at an indian village, the 
°nly white man. 
There was trouble

ian boy who had been doing his house 
wurk wax caught stealing and had to 
thrashed.

“ He’s eating them, Vest I W hat shall 
we do? The stuff will kill him sure!’ 
Senator Vest replied that it could do 
no more than make bim sick. 
Garland 
swallowed the stuff, although he was 
foaming at the month from the soap­ 
suds. He related the incident afterward 
wTit.h great gusto and said he would 
have swallowed it if it had killed him 
—New York Sun. 


Canton, O., April 11.—When court 
adjourned last evening the jury in tin 
George c-ase had heard the testimony o’ 
ail officer on the finding o f SaxtonV 
dead body, of doctors as to what hail 
caused his death, and 
o f other w it­ 
nesses tracing Mrs. George to within a 
short distance of the scene of the shoot­ 
ing and of one who saw Saxton starting 
in that direction on a bicycle. 
There was not much iii the cross-ex­ 
amination to indicate the line oi the de­ 
fense, but it was clearly snowii that they 
intend to prove the utter darkness about 
the scene at the time of the tragedy in 
order to offset any attempts at identifi­ 
cation that may be made, 
In the examination of medical wit 
nesses the defense insisted upon having 
it said w hich of the wounds had been 
the direct cause of death. They brought 
out in cross-examination that the bul!* t 
which inflicted the fatal wound had not 
been discovered iii the ]>ost mortem ex­ 
amination and objected to th** doctors 
saying that the wound was cause d bv a 
bullet the same size as those that wen 
found. 
Charles R. Frazer of the Humane so­ 
ciety was the first witness. He was at. 
police headquarters w hen the call came 
on the night of the tragedy and went t*» 
the scene in the patrol wagon. On cross­ 
examination he was led to say that it 
was very dark around about the body, 
so much so that matches hat! to be lighted 
to recognize the features, but this he 
qualified by saying that the darkness 
was greatly increased by the dense 
crowd surrounding the body after tilt 
officers arrived and took it in charge. 
Dr. E. I). Brant also went to the seem 
in the patrol wagon, and m ale a hasty 
examination of the hotly as it lay on tilt 
sidewalk. He thought what he consid­ 
ered the fourth shot caused death. 
Tilt* doctor said, in answer to a ques­ 
tion, that he had not seen a satchel sup­ 
posed to have been carried by Saxton. 
aud was prevented from saying he had 
heard of tai* by objection of the stat**. 
It was the desire of the defense to prove 
bz this witness an old rumor that Sax 
ton carried a bottle of champagne aud 
other articles iii ft satchel. 
Another physician corroborated Dr. 
Brant’* testimony in regard to the 
bullets. 
Former Coroner McQuate, who held 
the inquest over Saxton, was called to 
identify clothing taken from the body. 
The defense demanded that he produce 
letters, papers and a ring of keys taken 
from tile body. The papers, he said, had 
been given to the prosecutor, and the 
keys to M O. Barber. Saxton’s brother- 
in-law. The court said the coroner was 
under no obligation to produce Hie keys, 
aud told the defense they laid m;ourse 
to get what they tussled. 
The key to the Alt house home, which 
the defense claims Saxton carried, was 
referred to. 
Frank M. Wyant, treasurer of the 
W rought Iron Bridge company, testified 
to seeing Mrs. George start west about 
half an hour before the shooting, and 
Street Car Conductor James Shetler tes. 
rifled to her getting on a car on which 
he was riding to his home and leaving 
the car at H a/lett avenue, just one block 
east of Lincoln avenue.

I he first thimbles seen in England 
were mad** in London less than 200 
years ago by a metal worker named 
John Lofting. 
‘ The usefulness of the article recom­ 
mended it at once to all who used the 
needle, and Lofting acquired a large 
fortune and great fame in the m anufac­ 
ture of the new accessory to the needle­ 
worker’s art. 
“ The implement was then called the 
thumb bell and was worn on the thumb. 
“ The clumsy mode of utilizing it 
was soon changed, but when and why 
the name thim ble was given the article 
do not appear. 
“ L ofting’s thimbles, and. in fact, all 
thimbles, were made of either iron or 
brass, and specimens of them extant, 
many of which are preserved as heir­ 
looms. are erode and clumsy looking 
things compared with the commonest 
thimbles of today, although their cost 
was many tim es as much.

George ease had heard the testimony o' 
an officer on the finding of Saxton’s 
de:wl body, of doctors as to w hat had 
caused his death, and of other w it­ 
nesses trucing Mrs. George to w ithin a 
short distance of the scene of the shoot­ 
ing and of one who saw Saxton starling 
in that direction oil a bicycle. 
Tiler*? was not much in the crosn-ex- 
aminatioii to indicate the line oV the de­ 
fense, but it wan clearly suowii that they 
intend to prove the utter darkness about 
the scene at the time of the tragedy in 
order to offset any attem pts at identifi­ 
cation that may be made, 
In the examination of medical wit 
nesses the defense insisted upon having 
it said which tit’ the wounds had bi on 
the direct cause of death. They brought 
out iii cross examination that tin* balli I 
which inflicted the fatal wound had not 
been discovered in the ]>ost mortem ex­ 
amination and objected to tile doctors 
saying that the wound was caused bv a 
bullet the same size as those that nut* 
found. 
Charles R. Frazer of the Hum ane s o ­ 
ciety was the first witness. 
He was at 
police headquarters when the call cann­ 
on the night of the tragedy and went to 
the scene in the patrol wagon. On cross­ 
examination he was led to say that it 
was very dark around about the body, 
so much so that. matches had to be lighted 
to recognize the features, but this he 
qualified by saying that the darkness 
was greatly increased by the dense 
crowd surrounding the body after the 
officers arrived and took it in ch arg*-. 
Dr. E. I). Brant also went to the scene 
in the patrol wagon, and made a hasty 
examination of the boily as it lay on the 
sidewalk. 
He thought w hat he consid­ 
ered the fourth shot caused death. 
The doctor said, in answer to a ques­ 
tion, that lie had not seen a satchel sup­ 
posed to have been carried by Saxton, 
and was prevented from saying ho had 
heard of inn by objection of the state. 
It was the desire of the defense to prove 
b .- this witness an old rumor that Sax 
ti at carried a bottle of champagne aud 
other articles iii ft satchel. 
Another physician corroborated Dr. 
B rant’s testimony iii regard to the 
bullets. 
Former Coroner McQuate, who held 
the inquest over Saxton, was called to 
identify clothing taken from the body. 
The defense demanded th at he produce 
letters, papers aud a ring of keys taken 
from tile body. The papers, he said, had 
been given to the prosecutor, and the 
keys to M C. Barber. Saxton’s brother- 
in-law. 
The court said the coroner was 
under no obligation to produce tile keys, 
aud told the defense they law! recourse 
to get what they lu'eded. 
The key to the Alt house home, which 
the defense claims Saxton carried, was 
referred to. 
Frank M. W yant, treasurer of the 
W rought Iron Bridge company, testified 
to seeing Mrs. George start west about 
half an hour before the shooting, and 
Street Car Conductor Jam es Shidler tes. 
tiffed to her getting on a car on which 
he was riding to his home and leaving 
the car at Hazlett avenue, just one block 
east of Lincoln avenue. 
William Chaffin, treasurer

“ As is usual at such places a crowd 
of townspeople had gathered to see the 
strangers, and I was surprised to see 
them fall batik on either side and make 
way for my unknown (to me) compan­ 
ion and myself. 
The looks on the faces 
of the people as we entered the dining 
hall also attracted my attention.

head waiter seated us at a table on the 
farther side of the house from the door. 
Then I thought I saw the face of my 
companion show harder or stronger 
lines than I had noticed before, and I 
remarked ‘Strange people these, why 
do they look at us?

The following extracts are furnished 
from a report just received by the Red 
Cross at Washington from F. A. Blake 
of California, in charge of the Red 
Cross work at Manila. 
The report is 
dated Feb. 15.

“ Just one week ago today did the 
fighting actually commence, and the 
last week has brought about changes 
little dreamed of. The insurgents have 
been pushed back on all sides until our 
circle and outposts have advanced in 
some directions as much as 12 miles 
Our boys fought like tigers and made 
such a name for themselves for bravery, 
endurance and strict discipline as will 
be handed down to posterity for ages 
to come. 
With the 83 wounded last 
night at Malabay, it makes our total 
dead and wounded up to date a tritie 
under *200 
“ I never saw such execution iii my 
life and hope never to see such sights 
as met me on all sides asour little corj - 
passed over the field, dressing wounds 
— legs and arms nearly demolished, to­ 
tal 
decapitation, horrible wounds in 
chest and abdomen, showing the de 
termination of our soldiers to kill every 
native in sight.

inch, but proved themselves unable to i 
stand the deadly fire of our well trained 
and eager boys in blue.

The readers of the sketches of Dewey 
as executive officer of the Colorado, 
written by the ship’s writer and pub­ 
lished in a recent issue of the San Frau 
cisco Chronicle, must have noted that 
an affectionate relationship existed be 
tween Dewey and his men.

HIS FIRST THIMBLE. 


I n v e n t o r J o h n I.o f f i n g M a d e a F o r ­ 
t u n e F r o m It 2 0 0 Y earn A k o . 
“ There is a rich family named Loft­ 
ing in England, 
said a dealer in fancy 
articles, “ the fortune of whose lions© 
was founded by so apparently insignifi­ 
cant a little thing as the thimble. 
“ The first thim bles seen in England 
were made in London less than 
2 0 0 
years ago by a metal worker named 
John Lofting. 
“ The usefulness of the article recom­ 
mended it at once to all who used the 
needle, and Lofting acquired a large 
fortune and great fam e iii the m anufac­ 
ture of the new accessory to the needle­ 
worker ’s art. 
“ The implement was then called the 
thumb bell and was worn on the thumb 
“ The clumsy mode of utilizing it 
was soon changed, but when and why 
the name thimble was given the article 
do not appear. 
“ L ofting’)* thimbles, and. in fact, all 
thimbles, were made of either iron or 
brass, and specimens of them extant, 
m any of which are preserved as heir­ 
looms. are crude and clumsy looking 
things compared w ith the commonest 
thimbles of today, although their cost 
was m any tim es as much. 
“ Today gold, 
silver, 
iron, 
ivory, 
steel, sometimes glass and even pearl 
and celluloid are utilized in m aking 
thimbles. Since art needlework became 
fashionable thim bles of elaborate w ork­ 
m anship and great value, to accompany 
the rich and costly im plem ents aud m a­ 
terials wealthy needlew orker affect, 
have found a large sale. 
“ Solid gold thimbles, carved and fre­ 
quently set with diamonds, have been 
found none too good for some people. 
Thimbles made to order, with the mono­ 
gram or initials of the person for whom 
they are intended set in precious stones. 
are not by any means unknown.” — 
Philadelphia Press.

The lid being oft 
when Mr. G arland sauntered down the 
aisle be noticed them at once. 
“ W hat have you there. Dan?” he in ­ 
quired. 
Voorhees looked up carelessly front 
bis w riting and responded 
‘‘Caramels. 
Help yourself. *' 
G arland needed no second invitation 
and, picking up tw o or three, placed 
one in his mouth. 
Steadily he chewed 
away, his face betraying no sign of the 
conflict 
w ithin 
him. 
This alarmed 
Voorhees, who went to Vest’s desk aud 
said . 
“ He s eating them, Vestl W hat shall 
we do? The stuff will kill him su re!” 
Senator Vest replied th at it could do 
no more than make him sick. 
G arland 
swallowed the stuff, although he waa 
foaming at the m onth from the soap 
suds.

C anton, O., April l l.—W hen court 
adjourned last evening the jury in tin. 
George ease had heard the testim ony of 
an officer on the finding of Saxton - 
dead body, of doctors as to w hat had 
caused his death, and of other w it­ 
nesses tracing Mrs. George to w ithin a 
short distance of the scene of the shoot­ 
ing and of one who saw’ Saxton starting 
iii th at direction on a bicycle. 
There was not m uch in the cross-ex­ 
am ination to indicate the line oi the de­ 
ft use, but it was clearly suown that they 
intend to prove the u tter darkness about 
the scene at the tim e of the tragedy in 
order to offset any attem pts at identifi­ 
cation that may be made, 
In the examination of medical wit 
nesses the defense insisted upon having 
it said which of the wounds had been 
the direct cause of death. They brought 
out in cross-examination th at the bulli t 
which inflicted the fatal wound had not 
been discovered in tin* {Mist mortem ex­ 
am ination and objected to the doctors 
saying that the wound was caused bv a 
bullet the same size as those that were 
found. 
Charles R. Frazer of the Hum ane so­ 
ciety w as the first witness. 
He w as at 
police headquarters w hen the call came 
on the night of the tragedy and w ent to 
the scene iii the patrol wagon. On cross­ 
examination he was led to say that it 
was very' dark around about the body, 
so m uch so that m atches had to be lighted 
to recognize the features, but this he 
qualified by saying th at the darkness 
was greatly increased by the dense 
crowd surrounding the body after the 
officers arrived and took it in cli argo. 
Dr. E. 1). Brant also went to the scene 
in the patrol wagon, and made a hasty 
examination of the body as it lay on t In­ 
side walk. 
He thought w hat he consid­ 
ered the fourth shot caused death. 
The doctor said, iii answer to a ques­ 
tion, that lie had not seen a satchel sup­ 
posed to have been carried by .Saxton, 
aud w as prevented from saying In* had 
heard »>t on* by objection of the stat*. 
lr w as tile desire of the defense to prove 
b- this witness an old rumor th at Max­ 
ton carried a bottle of cham pagne aud 
other articles in !t satchel. 
A nother physician corroborated Dr. 
B rant’s testimony rn regard to the 
bullets. 
Form er Coroner McQnate, who held 
the inquest over Saxton, was called to 
identify clothing taken from the body. 
The defense demanded th at he produce 
letters, papers and ii ring of keys taken 
from tin* body. The papers, he said, had 
lH*en given to the prosecutor, and the 
keys to M O. Barber. Saxton’s brother- 
in-law. 
The court said the coroner was 
under no obligation to produce tin* keys, 
aud told the defense they laid recourse 
to get what they monied. 
The key to the All house home, which 
tin* defense claims Saxton carried, was 
referred to. 
F rank M. W yant, treasurer of the 
W rought Iron Bridge company, testified 
to seeing Mrs. George start west about 
half ail hour before the shooting, and 
Street Car Conductor Jam es Sheller tea.
